BROADCASTS VIRTUALLY 
REJECTED BY RUSSIANS

MOSCOW, July 6. 
HE Soviet Union virtually 
T rejected yesterday the 
United States proposal 
for regular exchanges of tele- 
vision broadcasts. It also 
served notice that it was in 
no mood to relax travel re- 
strictions on Americans here. 

The government charged 
that though Washington had 
advanced these suggestions 
as ways of improving “con- 
tacts,” they would, if adopted, 

' only ease the path of “liars” 
and “provocateurs” to inter- 
fere in the Soviet Union's in- 
ternal affairs. 

The statement was carried 
by the government news- 
paper Izvestia. 

Both before and after So- 
viet Communist party boss 
Nikita S. Khrushechev's ap- 
pearance on American tele- 
vision last month, the United 
States asked the Soviet lead- 
ers to agree to a regular ex- 
change of television and 
radio time. Washington also 
offered to lift some of its 
curbs on Russian diplomats if 
Moscow would reciprocate.

He called Dimitri T. Shepi- 
lov, fourth member of the de- 
posed anti-party group “the 
most shameless double-dealing 
individual.” Shepilov, former 
Pravda editor and former For- 
eign Minister, held no gaoyern- 
ment office at the time he and 
the others were removed from 
the Cammunist party pre- 
sidium.

“Tight money” did not actually originate with 
the Eisenhower Administration. It originated 
with the Federal Reserve Board, when that in- 
dependent agency stopped supporting the price 
of Government securities in 1951, during the 
Truman Administration, and started tightening 


up on credit. Ever since that time, interest rates 


have been gradually rising. 
+ * « 

For a time in late 1953 and 1954, when the in- 
flationary pressures slackened, the Federal Re- 
serve system eased up on credit restrictions. But 
when the economy began expanding again, the 
brakes again had to be applied. They will have 
to stay on unless we want to see a runaway 
boom end in a disastrous bust. 

This is not to say that some special hardships 
arising from restrictive credit policies need not 
be dealt with. For example, some of the gover- 
nors at their annual conference were on the 
right track when they suggested a Federal 
guarantee for local school bonds that would per- 
mit them to be marketed at lower interest rates. 
But when Democratie governors converted this 
sensible idea into a broadside attack upon “tight
